Let Us Celebrate 


A year ago the people of Canada engaged with a very real enthusiasm , 
In the celebration of Dominion Day. the Diamond Jubilee of Confederation. 
It was, of coiirse, an especially memorable anniversary and for weeks and : 
months many committees of public-spirited citizens spent long hours in 
planning and preparation for the notable ceremonies which marked the 
sixtieth anniversary of Canada’s birth. The effect of that general observ¬ 
ance of Dominion Day from sea to sea, and the carefully planned and 
well executed programmes, including educational and historical features of 
great value, was at once noticeable in the greater pride and renewed con- 
ctence In Canada and Its future which was displayed by the Canadian people. 

The year which has since elapsed has been a year of expansion and 
prosperity throughout the Dominion. Steadily, even rapidly, the Dominion 
of Canada has grown in national stature and in international importance. 
It has commanded, and continues to command, an ever increasing interest 
in other countries, while outstanding men and women in realms of govern¬ 
ment, education, finance, commerce and industry, not only in Canada, but 
throughout the world, have referred to this Dominion as among the most j 
favored of all lgnds, and the one country above all others which today offers J 
the greatest opportunities and the brightest promise for the future. 

The Diamond Jubilee celebrations of a year ago helped to arouse and to j 
stimulate the national consciousness of the Canadian people, and, becausd 
no country can be truly great lacking a national spirit and consciousness, 
the celebrations last year have more than repaid all the time, thought and 
money on them. 

It is not sufiicient, however, to the cultivation and growth of a national j 
spirit and national aspirations that the birthday of a nation be widely and 
fittingly observed once in every sixty or one hundred years.. Individuals 
observe their anniversaries annually. Once a year every successful business 
establishment takes stock of its position, notes its gains or losses, and, in 
the light of the experience thus gained, plans future operations. Every year 
boys and girls reach that period in life when they grasp the inner mean¬ 
ings and depths of things to which formerly they gave little or no heed. A | 
•nation should, therefore, devote time and thought to a suitable recognition ! 
and observance of its national day in each and every year in order that its 
significance and all that It really represents may be Impressed upon the 
minds and engraved in the hearts of its youth. 

This article is a plea, therefore, to the people of Canada that they should 
profit by the experience of a year ago, and that Dominion Day this year, 
and in each succeeding year, should be more generally observed than was 
the case prior to last year. Tfue, it is not possible that such annual observ¬ 
ance be on the scale of the Dominion Jubilee celebrations, but Dominion Day 


OUR MERCHANT MARINE 


Renders An Important Service 
To People Of Canada 

The annual report of Canada's Gov¬ 
ernment Merchant Marine by no 
means justifies those critics who hold 
that the ships are an enormous and 
useless drain upon the Treasury and 
that they should be sold. It is true 
that there was an operating loss in 
1927 of $720,000 as against $90,000 In 
1926, but, on the other hand, the im-' 
provement over the 1925 showing was 
more than $200,000, and almost $700,- 
000 over 1924. 

The past year was not a good one 
for shipping, no matter how operated. 
There was a shortage of cargo ton¬ 
nage, this producing increased com¬ 
petition which resulted in reduced 
freight rates. "During the latter 
months of the year,” says the report, 
"the volume of traffic moving from 
Canada to the United Kingdom be¬ 
came reduced, with the result that 
earnings of steamers trading to the

Sixty-five miles of salmon fish¬ 
ing in the Cains River, New Bruns¬ 
wick, were enjoyed recently by 
five anglers from Chicago and the 
U. S. Middle West and by a party 
of New York newspapermen, In¬ 
cluding W. McGeehan, internation¬ 
ally known New York Herald-Tri¬ 
bune sports writer. Both parties 
were staying for about a fortnight 
in the care of Harry Allen, well 
known New Brunswick guide. They 
travelled Canadian Pacific to their 
fishing destination. 

Okanagan. — Word Is received 
from Washington that the Okana¬ 
gan project, during the last year, 
had a higher per acre yield of 
apples and a consequent higher 
acre return to the grower, than 
any government irrigation project 
in the United States. The local 
project, with 3.567 acres in apples, 
has a yield of 35,142,750 pounds, 
or 9,852 pounds to the acre, a yield 
which brought the growers a re¬ 
turn of $1,030,854, or the high re¬ 
cord price of $289 an acre. On the 
Yakima project the average yield 
was 9,602 pounds to the acre or at 
the rate of $246.16 per acre. The 
nearest approach to the Washing¬ 
ton record was on the Sun river 
project In Montana, where the 
average was $153.33 an acre, fol¬ 
lowed by the Boise project, with a 
price of $148. 

Ottawa. — The Department of 
Agriculture has issued a report 
showing how the Canadian “Moth" 
plane is combatting wheat rust— 
how the Canadian Air Force, the 
Federal Department of Agriculture 
and the pathological plant of the 
Manitoba Agricultural College at 
Winnipeg are uniting to fight the 
enemy. The. report says: “The 
work consists mainly in the ex¬ 
posure of slides at different alti¬ 
tudes and at different locations. 
These aeroplane exposures at¬ 
tempt to collect from altitudes of 
from 1,000 to 6,000 feet the date of 
the earliest appearance of rust 
spores, the region over which they 
first appear, the rate at which the 
spore content of the air increases 
over various regions, the visibility 
of spores caught at these higher 
altitudes and the relation of cer¬ 
tain environmental and climatic 
factors to the rate of development 
and spread of rust. Tightly stop¬ 
pered bottles are used, containing 
wooden paddles to which are at¬ 
tached microscopic slides lightly 
smeared with vaseline. These 
slides are exposed for 15 minutes 
at varying altitudes; the slides re¬ 
placed In the bottles and then re¬ 
turned to the Government labora¬ 
tory at Winnipeg.’*

Away To a Good Start 


General Crop Conditions In West Are 
Most Favorable 

With an optimistic survey of the 
general crop conditions in the West- 
provinces, a Winnipeg paper re¬ 
cently published Its first general re¬ 
port of the season of 1928. 

The paper Is able to state with con¬ 
fidence that the prairie provinces had 
the largest area seeded to wheat by 
May 10, that has been the case since 
1921. Further, while only 90 per cent, 
of all the wheat was seeded by May 
28, last year, over 90 per cent, of the 
entire wheat crop was in the ground 
this year by May 18. 

Continuing the report says: "All 
wheat has gone in on one of the best 
seed beds the West has seen in the 
last 14 years and the percentage of 
summerfallow and new breaking ls 
also the largest for a number of 
years. 

There ls an Increase in wheat acre¬ 
age ln all the provinces that will run 
from nine to 12 per cent, and a 
larger percentage of registered wheat 
has been seeded than ever before.
